BP is set to report its second-quarter financial results Tuesday, and by anyone’s 
measure it’s been a bruising period for the company cnn 


In brief 

The company’s shares have lost nearly half their value since the Gulf well blew up April 20. BP 
has committed $20 billion to pay compensation to individuals and businesses hurt by the di- 
saster. Bankruptcy takeover and jail time all have been discussed. Eleven people lost their lives. 


One prediction 

Analysts expect the company to announce 
that it made $1.39 a share, up 48 percent from 
94 cents a share in the same period a year 
ago, according to Thompson Analytics. The 
reason: Substantially higher oil and gasoline 
prices. Oil is up 50 percent from last year, and 
gas is up 34 percent. 


ANOTHER PREDICTION 

Pavel Molchanov, an analyst at Raymond 
James, is expecting BP to post an after-spill 
profit of $1.26 a share, or nearly $4 billion. 
That’s less than the $4.5 billion it made in the 
same quarter last year. BP spent $2.8 billion 
in the second quarter on the spill, said Mol- 
chanov 


Cash flow 

BP has been scrambling to raise cash to both pay for the spill and ward off a potential takeover. 
It recently cut a deal with Apache Corp. to sell $7 billion in oil and gas properties. And reports 
indicate it has sought money from government investment funds in the Middle East. 


Relief well update 


The vessel that engineers are using to drill a relief well was back on site near BP’s ruptured 
deepwater well Sunday but officials said storms could continue to thwart efforts. U.S. 
Coast Guard Adm. Thad Allen, who is heading the federal government’s response to the spill, said 
at least one of this year’s eight to 14 projected hurricanes could come when vessels still are at the site. 


Hayward rumors 


BP CEO Tony Hayward is widely expected to 
step down at some point. Reports surfaced Sun- 
day that the company’s board was negotiating with Hay- 
ward about his departure and that he could be out as early 
as Monday. 

Hayward has been at BP for 28 years and took over as 
chief executive in 2007. He handed over day-to-day man- 
agement of the oil spill recovery to BP’s executive director, Bob Dudley after some high-profile 
gaffes. The most glaring was saying he “wanted his life back” as scrutiny over his leadership and 
his handling of the accident began to intensify 

Some expect that Dudley, an American, would take over as CEO if Hayward resigns. 

The company has refused to confirm reports that Hayward is about to leave. 

“Tony Hayward remains our chief executive and has the full support of the board and senior 
management,” company spokesman Mark Salt told CNN.

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Closing arguments 
to begin in Blago trial 

After seven weeks of listening 
to the testimony of more than 
two dozen witnesses, jurors in 
the corruption trial against for- 
mer Gov. Rod Blagojevich are 
set to hear closing arguments 
beginning Monday morning. 

And it should be quite a show. 

One theme that has surfaced 
repeatedly in court is the con- 
trasting styles of the attor- 
neys in the case. It’s been the 
technical precision of a trio of 
federal prosecutors versus the 
bare-knuckle tactics of a de- 
fense team led by Sam Adam 
and his son, Sam Adam Jr., 
who earned their scars in legal 
brawls at Chicago’s Criminal 
Courts Building. 

Leading the charge has been 
the boisterous Sam Adam Jr., 
who may be planning to pull 
out all the stops the final time 
he gets to talk to the jury, legal 
experts said. 

“If you thought Sam Adam Jr. 
popped the top of his head in 
openings, wait until you hear 
this,” said Chicago lawyer Joel 
Bertocchi.

Floods wreak havoc

Waist-high water receded Sunday and sunny skies 
prevailed throughout the Chicago region as resi- 
dents dried out their basements and waterlogged 
furniture. 

Suburban streets were lined with torn-up carpets, 
damaged exercise equipment and an array of fish. 
Several cities and towns declared themselves disas- 
ter areas to receive additional help from the state. 

At the height of the torrential downpour Satur- 
day 43 Chicago viaducts were flooded. A 46 -year- 
old man’s body was found floating in a Southwest 
Side viaduct, although an autopsy was inconclusive 
as to whether he drowned, the Cook County medi- 
cal examiner’s office said. 

Although the cleanup continued, the worst ap- 
peared to be over. 


Sunday was the perfect beach day for those who 
weren’t consumed with clearing out their homes. 
But no one could get in the water because of pos- 
sible contamination. 

Westchester appeared to have suffered the most 
damage. Water gushed through Donna Jacklin’s 
home early Saturday in the 2900 block of Kensing- 
ton Avenue. She and her family had about 45 min- 
utes to grab things from the basement and move 
them to higher ground. 

But both her basement and first floor flooded, 
leaving little to be saved. 

“This is my whole life,” saidjacklin, 59, who has 
lived in her home for nearly 30 years, said as she 
scanned the piles of furniture and ruined family 
pictures lying on her front lawn. 

The near-record rainfall forced the Metropolitan 


Water Reclamation District to discharge sewer wa- 
ter into Lake Michigan at the Chicago River locks 
and the Wilmette pumping station. The swimming 
ban at Chicago-area beaches was expected to re- 
main in effect until at least Monday 

The hardest-hit areas were the central parts of the 
county and Chicago, O’Brien said, and the highest 
recorded rainfall in the city during the storm was 
7 inches, at a rain gauge on 39th Street in Chicago. 

City officials awaited toxicology results to de- 
termine the cause of death for Martin Garcia, who 
was pronounced dead at 2:40 p.m. Saturday after 
his body was found floating in the water in the 
2500 block of West 21st Street, officials said. 

Garcia, whose home address was unknown, had 
evidence of head trauma. Police are investigating 
his death.

□ KABUL, Afghanistan One Amer- 
ican service member who was 
abducted in Afghanistan on Friday 
has been killed, provincial govern- 
ment officials said Sunday 

Den Mohammad Darwish, the 
spokesman for the governor of Logar 
province, said he learned from locals 
that the service member was killed. 

Darwish told CNN the body was 
found in the Patanak Mountains of 
Charkh district. He also said the 
vehicle the men were driving was lo- 
cated Sunday 

Another official, Samar Gul 
Rashid— who is the governor of the 
Charkh district in Logar province— 
also confirmed the killing, saying he 
learned about it through Afghan in- 
telligence officials. 

Three U.S. military officials told 
CNN the two service members are 
from the Navy Rashid said the sec- 
ond abducted sailor is wounded and 
still is missing. 

Taliban Spokesman Zabiullah Mu- 
jahid said the two Americans were 
driving in a civilian vehicle in the vil- 
lage of Dasht, in Charkh district. 

The Taliban wanted to take both 
men alive, but a firefight broke out, 
killing one of the Americans, Muja- 
hid said. The other is alive and being 
held in a safe location, he said. 


Officials investigate 
German festivaldeaths 


□ DUISBURG, Germany German prosecutors 
opened an investigation Sunday into a 
stampede that killed 19 people and injured 342 
at the Love Parade techno music festival in the 
western city of Duisburg. 

“The Duisburg prosecutors office is in- 
vestigating negligent homicide,” prosecutor 
Rolf Haferkamp told Reuters by telephone. 
“The investigation is aimed at persons un- 
known.” 

Six foreigners, from Spain, Bosnia, the 
Netherlands, Australia, Italy and China, died in 
the stampede Saturday when hordes of young 
people were pushing through a tunnel into the 
techno festival grounds at a former freight rail 
yard. 

Authorities were not able to explain Sun- 
day how the tragedy near a tunnel that led to a 
ramp into the festival grounds happened. Most 
of the victims— all between the ages of 20 and 
40 — were found dead on the ramp, and none 
were in the tunnel, authorities said. 

“The question [of] why this happened must 
be answered,” Duisburg Mayor Adolf Sau- 
erland said at a news conference. “But there 
should be no rush to judgment.” 

The tragedy has shocked a country that is 
normally well organized about crowd events. 

“There must be a very intense examination 
of how this happened,” Chancellor Angela 
Merkel said in a statement issued from the Ba- 
varian city of Bayreuth. 

“We must do everything to prevent this 
from happening again,” she said.

Love Parade organizer Rainer Schaller said 
there would be no more Love Parade festivals. 

“The Love Parade was always a peaceful and

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Hawk lands 
in the Hall

COOPERSTOWN , N.Y. There are few better set- 
tings in baseball than the pastoral land near 
the Hall of Fame. 

Each July baseball fans gather there to wor- 
ship, celebrate or just remember some of the 
best players to ever play 

But how great would Andre Dawson’s in- 
duction have been at Wrigley Field, a stage 
set in right field, before legions of fans letting 
him know that they were not worthy? 

Seldom has there been a more personal 
bond between a player and the fans that sup- 
port him than the one that bloomed between 
Dawson and Cubs fans in 1987 and grew 
throughout five more seasons in the ballpark 
at Clark and Addison. 

Dawson acknowledged the love affair re- 
peatedly during his speech, which came un- 
der bright skies after drizzling rain had fallen 
when umpire Doug Harvey and manager 
Whitey Herzog were being inducted. 

“I never knew what it felt like to be loved 
by a city until I arrived in Chicago,” Dawson 
told a crowd estimated at 10,000. “You are the 
reason I kept playing the game. I can’t thank 
you enough for what you gave to me. You were 
the wind beneath the Hawk’s wings.” 

A Most Valuable Player on a last-place team 
in ’87, he would end his career with a .279 aver- 
age, 438 home runs, 1,591 runs batted in, 314 
stolen bases and eight Gold Gloves. 

The significance of his being embraced by 
Cubs fans is even acknowledged on his Hall 
of Fame plaque, which says he was “revitalized 
by his arrival in Chicago.” 

“I almost gave up baseball or went to Ja- 
pan,” Dawson said. “I knew there had to be 
a place where the game could be fun again. I 
found that place. It’s called Wrigley Field. It 
reminded me that if you love the game, it will 
love you back.”

Lance Armstrong drew the curtain down on 
an amazing career in cycling Sunday as a hero 
to his devoted followers but much less so to 
his skeptics. 

Armstrong, who won the Tour de France a 
record seven times from 1999-2005, finished 
a distant 23rd in his final Tour. 

It seemed impossible in 1999, when he col- 
lected the first of his 82 yellow jerseys and the 
third of 23 stage wins, for anyone to win seven 
Tours— in particular a rider like Armstrong 
who almost lost his life to testicular cancer in 
1996. 

On Sunday, in the train taking the Tour 
peloton to the start of the final stage, 3 8 -year- 
old Armstrong talked about his career. 

In his domination of the Tour, Armstrong 
found motivation in duels with his challeng- 
ers, the most notable being Jan Ullrich, who 
finished second three times. 

Alberto Contador was the other, although 
they really squared off only once, in 2009. 
That year, Armstrong lost a psychological 
battle and ended up third overall, but ready 
to have another shot at an unprecedented 
eighth title in 2010. 

In the end, the Tour de France loved Arm- 
strong, who once had been voted France’s 
least favorite athlete. 

Dozens of fans gathered by his team bus 
every morning, thousands lined up along the 
roads to support him, and millions were glued 
in front of their TV sets to witness his last 
Tour. 

“He’s just a legend,” said Giro champion 
Ivan Basso of Italy 

The legend, however, has been under very

Although he never tested positive, Arm- 
strong has faced doping allegations through- 
out his career. 

“I can assure you that there is not gonna be 
a teary-eyed confession from me.” Armstrong 
said. “I’m 100 percent confident. I know what 
I did and didn’t do. And I know that the press 
is ... incredibly sensational, I’m not a fool, 
that’s what they need, that’s OK. In the end 
it will all come out.” 

Asked what his legacy would be, Arm- 
strong, mindful of a modern 24/7 media, blogs 
and speculation, said: “There’s much noise 
out there for a lot of people. 

“Legacies won’t ever be the same. If Frank 
Sinatra lived today he’d have a much more dif- 
ficult time being Frank Sinatra.”

Comic-Con has sneak 
peeks of spandex friends 





surprised Comic- Con audiences Satur- 
day when he took the stage at a Marvel 
presentation and assembled the cast of 
2012’s “The Avengers”— Robert Downey 
Jr. as Iron Man, Scarlett Johansson as the 
Black Widow, Chris Hemsworth as Thor, 
Chris Evans as Captain America, Jeremy 
Renner as Hawkeye and Mark Ruffalo, taking 
over for Edward Norton as The Hulk. 

Earlier in the session, fan disapproval of 


HKnOHM 


Marvel’s decision to split with Norton was 
evident when Marvel production chief Kevin 
Feige downplayed the move and elicited some 
catcalls from the crowd, the L. A. Times said. 

Downey a Comic- Con favorite, took the 
podium to crack a joke about a minor stab- 
bing incident among the crowd gathered in 


Hall H. “Don’t stab anyone before I’m 
done talking,” he quipped. Two fans re- 
portedly were feuding over a seat and one 
was jabbed with a ballpoint pen, accord- 
ing to the Times. 

Fans of Marvel characters likely will 
thrill to a double feature, of sorts, next 
summer when “Thor” hits theaters in 
early May and “Captain America: The 
First Avenger” opens in July 

Even if all they got was a glimpse of 
Evans in costume test footage as Captain 
America, fans screamed their support 
at the mere sight of the beloved WWI I 
hero in red, white and blue, eonline.com 
reported. Director Joe Johnston, demur- 
ring that he’d only been in production 
for about a week, played a rough cut of 
a scene in which Hugo Weaving (as Nazi 
baddie Red Skull, sans actual red skull) 
searches for a mysterious item that links 
Captain America to Thor. 

Early in 2011 Sony Pictures will roll out 
“The Green Hornet” which stars Seth 
Rogen as Britt Reid, a playboy-turned- 
superhero.

‘And I think that’s some- 
thing that a lot of these other superhero mov- 
ies might not have.”

Comic book movie fans mad at Hollywood in 
a summer with only a few superheroes, fear 
not. Help is on the way. 

As Comic- Con ended Sunday in San Di- 
ego, it was clear that the major movie studios 
have plenty of costumed crime fighters set for 
adventures in 2011 and beyond. 

Warner Bros, expects to elevate DC Com- 
ics character, the Green Lantern, to a top-tier 
superhero. Ryan Reynolds brings to life test 
pilot Hal Jordan, who joins the intergalactic 
Green Lantern Corps after he is given a ring 
with supernatural powers. 

“This character felt like an amalgama- 
tion between Chuck Yeager and Han Solo,” 
Reynolds said during a Comic-Con panel 
that included co-stars Peter Sarsgaard, who 
plays Hector Hammond, Mark Strong (Sin- 
es tro) and Blake Lively (Carol Ferris). “He 
can throw a punch, tell a joke and kiss a girl. 
Who wouldn’t want to play that for a movie, 
let alone two or three?” Reynolds said. 

Marvel Studios, meanwhile, is gearing up to 
release “The Avengers,” a collection of mighty 
superheroes brought together by Nick Fury 
Samuel L. Jackson, who portrayed Fury in 
small parts in “Iron Man” and “Iron Alan 2,”
